The prior art of record do not teach or suggest the claimed limitation of portable 
computing device receiving an untranslated document in a non-print ready format 
transmitted from a nearby printing device, translating the document into a print ready 
format, and facilitating transmission of the print ready document back to the printing 
device. 

The most relevant prior art Miyano (U.S. Patent No. 7,199,889) teaches the 
method of a printer sending encoded fingerprint data to a server, wherein a server 
decodes the fingerprint data for authenticating requested document and transmitting the 
requested document to the printer. However, the document itself is not transmitted to 
the server and sent back to the printer as a print ready format.
